P robably new spaper readers very generally have noticed the 
difference in tone of Presidential com m unications since Mr. H ard­ 
ing came into office. 
President Wi'lson used to talk of Senators as 
“men w ith pigmy m inds,” and assum ed the right to dictate w hat 
Congress should do. 
President H arding, in his letter answ ering 
a request for his opinion on the naval program , rem arked, “of 
course the decision must he witn the Congress.” 
The Constitution vests Congress with the [rower to say how 
much shall be appropriated fo r the arm y and navy, and President 
H arding does not undertake to assum e either the pow er or the 
responsibility. The Constitution also makes treaties the “suprem e 
law of the land,” and, this country having entered into a 5-5-8 
treaty regulating the size of navies, the President desired tx) live 
up to the term s of th at aff recent, as was his duty. 
It is reassuring to get back to governm ent in accordance with 
Constitutional provisions, each branch of the governm ent per­ 
form ing its own duties and not attem pting to dictate to others. 
It is the duty of the President to com m unicate to Congress in­ 
form ation concerning the state of the Union and to m ake sug­ 
gestions and recommendations. 
The ultim ate decision rests with 
Congress, and Congressmen are responsible only to th e ir constitu­ 
ents on election day. ----- o--------------

DEVELOPMENTS in the plans of the State Board of Health indi­ 
cate th a t the Sheppard-Tow ner m aternity and infancy act will go 
into effect in M innesota on May I. The provisions of th e law have 
already been fully explained in these columns. 
It is the understanding of the Board that the Federal appro­ 
priation for the com ing three m onths will be in hand about May 
I, and a director of the new division of child hygiene under the 
Board of H ealth in M innesota will be appointed before th a t date. 
In 28 states the adm inistration of the act will be in the child 
hygiene or child w elfare division of the state agency of health. 
In two states, New Mexico and N ebraska, the governor has desig­ 
nated the S tate D epartm ent of Public W elfare as the agency to 
adm inister the act; in D elaw are the Child W elfare Commission is 
to have this adm inistration, and in Iowa and Colorado it will be 
adm inistered by the D epartm ent of Education. 
In Iowa the plan of work contem plates th at the P resident of 
the State U niversity shall develop a division for the prom otion of 
the welfare and hygiene of m aternity and infancy fo r the purpose 
of co-operating w ith the Federal governm ent in carrying out the 
provisions of the act. The work will be developed through the al­ 
ready established channels of the S tate University.

The total of March I was an increase of 112,000,000 gallons 
over the reserve of Feb. I and above the high figure of May, 1021, 
by 18,000,000, and 138,000,000 gallons m ore than M arch a year 
ago. This ought to mean cheaper gasoline— but that, as everyone 
knows by experience, doesn’t alw ays follow. 
The report of the Bureau goes on to say: “At the present rate 
of increase in storage the billion-gallon point may be reached in 
the gasoline reserve before the seasonal decline in stocks com­ 
mences.”
